DJP, DKP TO SEEK DRASTIC TAX REFORM IN 1982

[Text] The two major political parties--Democratic Justice Party (DJP) and 
Democratic Korea Party (DKP)--intend to seek a drastic reform in the taxation 
system next year. 


They will start to overhaul the caxation mechanism early next year to streamline 
it. 


Although the taxation system underwent a modification during the regular national 
assembly session which ended December 19, the political parties view the 
modification insufficient to simplify the complicated tax systen. 


The majority DJP will establish its intraparty select panel soon to work on 
the reform in the tax system including the controversial value added tax (VAT), 
it was learned yesterday. 


A DJP officer said the tax system is still too complex and that there are many 
contradictions among taxes. 


The officer said the VAT should be redressed, because it still adopts the double 
tax rate--the basic 13 percent and the elastic 10 percent--and excludes 72 percent 
of the taxpayers. 


The officer observed it is desirable to introduce differential VAT rates among 
different industries. 


In this connection, a DKP-proposed amendment tc the VAT is awaiting assembly action. 


DJP floor leader Yi Chong-chan said a review of the recent modification of the tax 
system has revealed that the tax system calls for further improvement. 


Yi also said he has already asked Rep. Kim Chong-in of the DJP and Rep. Pak Wan-kyu 
of the DKP to work on a possible reform of the tax system. Reps. Kim and Pak 
are avowed tax experts ‘a the assembly. 


A drastic change of the tax system is needed to ensure a fair sharing of tax 
burdens among the people, Yi continued. 

















Hwang Pyong-chun, director of the RIP Policy Research Center, said the center 
will kick off an overhaul of the tax system at the order of the higher-ups. 


Rep. Pak of the DKP said, in the meantime, that he believes the present tax 
mechanism needs [to] be izproved and that government officials and lawmakers 
should work together in working on a refornu. 


The DKP lawmaker said there are some contradictions between internal taxes and 
customs duties and that there are inequalities among tax deductions and 
exemptions.

NEW TOP PROSECUTOR APPOINTED; PROSECUTORS SHAKEUP SEEN

[Text] The government yesterday replaced the prosecutor general in what informed 
sources called a move to strengthen the prosecution's leadership for conducting 
efforts against corruption and other irregularities. 


Chong Chi-kun was appointed new prosecutor general. He replaced Ho Hyong-ku. 


Four senior prosecutors tendered their resignations amid speculation that more 
prosecutors may offer to resign to provide their juniors with a chance for 
promot ion. 


The chamge in the prosecution leadership is expected to prompt a large-scale 
reshuff.e of prosecutors, the sources said. 


Chong, 50, was chief of the Pusan District prosecutor's office when appointed 
as the country's top prosecutor. A native of Ulsan, Kyongsang Namdo, Chong 
is a prosecutor experienced in handling public security cases, including the 
case of Mun Se-kwang, the assassin of Mrs Pak Chong-hui, wife of the late 
president, in August 1974. Mun, who was a Korean resident in Japan, was 
executed after conviction of the crime. 


Chong’s new assignment was announced after it was approved at an extraordinary 
cabinet meeting carlier in the day. A graduate of the Seoul National University 
College of Law, Chong passed the higher civil service examination for the 
judiciary branch in 1956. 


His predecessor, tio, served in the post for nine months. During the period, 
the prosecution conducted an investigation of a bribery scandal involving the 
so-called low-quality coal briquettes, a case which became controversial 
because of inaccuracy in the probe. 


Chong had served as the top prosecutor in Pusan, the country’s second largest 
city, since April, when he was appointed to the post after a large shakeup of 
prosecutors. 


le began his career as a prosecutor in 1957, after serving as a judge advocate 
in the ROK Army for three years. The father of four grownup children, Chong's 
hobbies are mountain-climbing and book-reading. 








Chong reportedly held a news conference in Pusan after his appointment to the 
new post. 


Chong said he will devote kis efforts to ivproving the prosecutors’ role, 
according to a YONHAP “ews Agency reper: from Pusan. He was further quoted 
as saying that he is determined to serve the country. 


He refused to answer when asked about the resignations tendered by the four 
senior prosecutors and about whether a reshuffle of prosecutors would be 
forthcoming, the report said. Chong arrived in Seoul later in the afteraoon.

[Text] It is needless to say that the nation should establish a firm moral 
basis for social justice more than anything else in close connection with the 
on-going clean-up campaign in our community, free from any sort of irregularity 
or corruption, particularly in the official world. 


As is often stressed, a society pleasing to all can hardly be created within 
a short period of time in a developing country, as ours is. 


In this respect, it is considered most appropriate for the government authorities 
to have sought a long-range =cheme of this nature. 


In what is undeistivod to be a five-year plan for inspection and justice activity, 
the government is repoctedly to place major stress on the task of clearing the 
climate of bureaucratic society, simultaneously with steps for the eradication 
of various types of irregularities and corrupt practices. 


Handing down a five-point directive to a meeting of officials in charge of 
inspection and justice, President Chon Tu-hwan has stressed that a campaign for 
the renovation of public consciousness must be pursued in parallel with the 
present purification movements, nipping elements of corruption in the bud. 


Revealing the fiv2-year plan to last until 1985, President Chon was said to have 
called for a correct survey of the degree of integrity of all state agencies

We have no reason to oppose such strenuous efforts by the government authorities 
in the years ahead, during which our society will undergo swift changes and 
renovation in all sectors in this phase of national advancement, particularly 
prior to holding two grand world sports festivities, ~he Asian Games in 1986 and 
the Olympics two years later. 


Among other things, a solid spiritual foundation should be made indigenous in 
socicty at large enabling the nation to push through the strategic tasks facing 
it one after another, successfully achieving an advanced national status to be 
recognized by world nations in the foreseeable future.

ZERO-BASED BUDGETING TO REDUCE WASTE TO BE ADOPTED

[Text] The government has decided to adopt selectively a "zero base budgeting" 
system beginning next year with a view to reducing the waste of national budget 
funds and to maximizing budget investment efficiency. 


According to the economic planning board office of the budget, the investment 
priorities of the existing budget projects will be overhauled next year so as 
to drastically cut down budget outlays for low-efficiency and unnecessary 
projects. 


The government plans to turn government-invested projects, if found proper, 
over to private hands. 


According to the guidelines for a substantial reform of the national budgeting 
system, all ministries and government agencies will be required to present to the 
EPB plural alternative plans for their fiscal programs each year with the order 
of priority in investment projects presented. 


Thus, the new measure is to do away with tracing the preceding year's budget 
allocations. 


To conform with the nation's long-term fiscal plan, a medium-term financial 
program will be formulated to enable occasional adjustments of the Fifth Five- 
Year Economic and Social Development Plan (1982-86) according to reappraisals 
of the order of investment priority. 


The government will establish a Central Committee for budgeting reforms, which 
will be chaired by the prime minister, next month to work for a time limit of 
six months. 


During the first two months of next year, working-level task teams will conduct 


on-the-spot checks of the current budget investment projects to look into their 
order of priority to be reflected in the 1983 budget bill.

MEASURES ON POPULATION CONTROL PLAN DETAILED

[Text] Seoul, Dec 18 (YONHAP)--The Korean Government has decided to impose 
heavier resident taxes on families with more than two children as part of its 
effort to control population increase more effectively. 


The government's comprehensive population control program set the population 
growth rate at 1.34 percent for 1990. The growth rate for 1980 was 1.57 percent. 


Under the plan, the growth rate would gradually drop from one percent in 2000 
to zero in 2050. 


According to the program, which was worked out by related ministries under a 
special directive of President Chon Tu-hwan, the country's projected population 
will be 44.3 million in 1990, 50 million in 2000 and 61.3 million in 2050. 


To this end, the government will levy additional resident taxes on families 
with three children or more and give six-month or one-year paid leaves only to 
woman employees giving birth to their first and second children, beginning 

in 1983. 


Workers will also have to pay income taxes even on schooling expenses for their 
offsprings beginning next year, if they have more than two children. Educa- 
tional expenditures for children have so far been tax-exempt. 


Sterilization operations will be included under the medical insurance system, 
and people who have undergone such operations will enjoy special privileges, 
such as free medical treatment of their children who are under five years 

at government-run public health centers, and priority in buying houses or 
apartments built by the goverment sector. 


Government officials who have three children or more will no longer be eligible 
for family allowances beginning in 1983. At present, they receive allowances 
until up to four children. 


An important aspect of the programme is the measures designed to eliminiate 
discrimination against women, which leads to a preference for sons. This in turn 
contributes to couples having more children than necessary, in the desire to 
produce sons. 














Among these measures are proposed revisions of laws like the family law and 
the family head inheritance law. 


Married women employed at government offices will be given allowances for thedit 
parents and men employees, allowances for their parents-in-law. At present, 
married women do not receive allowances if they have brothers and sisters, 

even if they are actually supporting their parents. 


Married women who subscribe to the medical insurance system will be allowed 
to name their own parents as beneficiaries, as they are now allowed to do for 
their parents-in-law. If the women are not entitled to the insurance, but 
their spouses are, the latter's parents-in-law can also benefit from the 
insurance system. 

Women will be given wider employment opportunities, allowing them to get jobs 
even at the 30 employment areas now legally closed to them. To this end, 
the government will revise the labor standard law, the seamen's law and other 
provisions. 


At present, Korea's population density is 385 per square kilometer, ranking it 


third in the world. If mountains and forests are excluded, the densii, reaches 
1,132 per square kilometer, which makes Korea the most densely populated country.

PUBLIC SERVANTS ETHICS LAW--The National Assembly passed yesterday in a plenary 
session the government-proposed public servants ethics law bill stipulating 

the registration of the property of high-ranking officials of the government, 
the assembly and the courts with concerned authorities from 1983. The new law 
bill, which was revised by the Home Affairs Committee in some provisions such as 
the category of those subject to the registration, will be put into force on 
January 1, 1983. Twelve other law bills, including amendments to the road 
traffic law, and five government motions got through the plenary session. 

In the house session, Mun Yong-chu, a woman official of the Democratic Justice 
Party, was sworn in as a lawmaker to succeed the late Kim Chong-kyong. The 
108th regular national assembly, which opened September 21, will close today 
after holding a plenary session in the morning. Meanwhile, the assembly 
organized the special Seoul Olympic Support Committee with 30 members yesterday. 
The ad hoc panel members break down to 16 from the majority Democratic Justice 
Party, nine from the first minority Democratic Korea Party, thrze from the 
second minority Korea National Party, and two from small parties. Rep. Yi Se-ki 
of the DJP was chosen chairman of the panel in its first meeting. [Text]

1982 ECONOMIC PROJECTION TOO AMBITIOUS

{[Editorial: "1982 Economic Projection") 





[Text] The official projection for the economy in 1982, announced a few days 

ago by the government, appears to be somewhat optimistic. It foresees the 

next year’s real economic growth at seven percent and the domestic inflation 

rate at 10 to 14 percent. A seven-percent GNP growth would be no mean 

achievement by the world standard, especially if we could manage to hold down : 

inflation to the 10-14 percent range. Considering domestic as well as external 
' 





factors, the projection gives us an impression that it is a target to strive 
for rather than an objective estimate. 


The projection announced as a part of the government's economic management plan 
for 1982, does not specify the means of attaining that goal. It provides no 
eye-opener to stimulate the depressed domestic demands to give aid and comfort 
to the private-sector businesses, which are in a dire financial condition under 
their heavy debtservicing burden and depressed domestic market. It emphasizes 
the government 's determination to maintain a stable economy in the belief that 
artificial economic stimulation or gimmicks to please everybody would do more 
harm in the long run over any short-term gains. 


We welcome such a firm attitude of the government, despite the critics’ outcry 
for the lack of consideration for the private business firms. The question is 
how we are to realize a seven-percent growth next year without the government's 
economic stimulation measures. In addition to the long-depressed domestic 
market, the export prospects look anything but encouraging. 


It may be possible to bring inflation under control by continuing tight-money 
policies and effective domestic demand control, as is envisaged in the 
government's plan. But that runs the risk of retarding our business and 
industry, which have been spoon-fed by the government with its inflationary 
support and assistant program for so long. 


Nevertheless, our industry and businesses have to learn how to grow by their 

own will and efforts sooner or later. This may not be an ideal time for removing 
the props and withholding a shot in the arm, but the government's aid and stimula- 
tion have been the primary causes for our inflation, eroding the foundation for 
our sustained growth. 








The nationwide productivity growth campaign planmed by the government would be 
of some help, but would not be likely to bring about dramatic improvements 
immediately for our industry and business to tide over their impending diffi- 
cultues. The government's plan to hold down inflation to the 10-14 percent 
range and yet achieve a seven-percent growth may turn out to be a formidable 
challenge. And yet, the inflation target, historically low by our standard, 

is still quite high by the world standard and particularly in comparison with 
most of our competitors in Southeast Asia. Double-digit inflation is a dirty 
word. We should strive to bring it down to a single digit if our ecoronmy 

is to compete successfully with some of our economically powerful neighbors, 

so that we may reach the second takeoff stage. The seven-percent growth target 
apears to be overly ambitious, if we are really determined to pursue the stable 
growth strategy even at the most of some short-term sacrifices. Nevertheless, 
it is a refreshing change that the government's economic management plan for 
next year is free from an eye-catching slogan or a heart-throbbing vision for 
the future, for such a window-dressing often disappoints and frustrates the 
people when all the counts are in. The government plan may look lackluster, 
and that is all to the good, for stable, steady growth does not and cannot 
look brilliant or dramatically exciting.

FINANCE MINISTER SEES ‘FLEXIBLE’ MONETARY RATES

[Text] Finance Minister Yi Sung-yun said yesterday that the government would 
“elastically” adjust official interest rates and foreign exchange rates next 
year in harmony with the prime economic policy aiming at stable growth. 


“Official bank rates will be elastically coordinated in accordance with 
economic conditions, and foreign exchange rates will fluctuate stably with 
no government involvement,” he revealed. 


He made it clear that the financial policies for next year would be oriented 
toward the government economic priority given to the stabilization of prices, 
the improvement of the international payments balance and industrial rationali- 
zation, in addressing a breakfast meeting of businessmen sponsored by the 
Korea Management Association. 


Thus, the ministry will strongly push ahead with measures to curb inflation, 
to ameliorate banking institutions, to increase deposits and to boost the 
securities market. 


Minister Yi told the participants that the increase in the total money supply, 
which comprises money in circulation, and demand ani time deposits, would be 
limited to a 20-22 percent from the current year in an attempt to combat 
inflation. 


A total of 5,400 billion won will be supplied in domestic credits next year, 
the same amount as in 1981, of which 4,600 billion won will be set aside for 
the private sector, a rise of 100 billion won compared to this year's 

3,600 billion won. 


In addition, 1,000 billion won in special] loans is to be extended to small and 
medium firm, up 200 billion won from this year, so as to promote small-sized 
cuncecrnms. 


He said that the ministry would also allow short-term financing companies to hike 
loan extensions by ”. billion won to 1,250 billion won to help meet financial 
requirements for operation. 


The minister, assuring successful second take-off, demanded that entrepreneurs posi- 
tively cope with adverse trends and changes in various conditions in the local and 
international business communities by means of rationalized and scientific management.

PRICE STABILIZATION--Deputy Premier-Economic Planning Minister Sin Pyong-hyon 
reaffirmed yesterday that the Korean economy would be operateé in the direc- 
tion cf price stabilization, technical innovation and productivity promotion, 
and the activation of market mechanism. For stable commodity prices, the 
prime goal of next year’s economic policy, the government will foster a 
competitive atmosphere on the local market and will modernize sales channels 
for agricultural and marine products with financial support. In a meeting 
with members of the Federation of Korean Industries, the top economic 

policy maker unveiled the government plan to establish a corporation for 
vocational education next year in addition to increasing loan extensions to 

the Korea Technology Development Co. The government will also pursue autonomous 
management of financial intermediaries and economic operations by private 
initiative in a bid to invigorate the market economy, minister Sin said.

POSTAL SYSTEM WITH FRANCE--Seoul, Dec 24 (YONHAP)--South Korea will start the 
use of the international “speed post™ system with France on January 4 next year, 
bringing to nine the total number of countries with which such a postal service 
exists, the South Korean Communications Ministry announced Thursday. Under the 
system, such postal materials as trade or business documents and commodity 
samples can be delivered in the shortest possible time, that is to say in a day 
or so, to any destination.

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WAGE PAY BACK-—The Labor Affairs Ministry directed all labor supervisors across 
the country yesterday to be on duty around the clock beginning today in an 
effort to clear overdue wages at working places. The ministry said that minister 
Kwon Chung-tong and director-level officials would lead seven teams which would 
be sent to provincial areas to encourage entrepreneurs to pay back wages to 
their employees. Setting the deadline for back wage payment at December 31, 
the ministry said that it would request other ministries to release wages 

for construction work as soon as possible. The ministry said that employers 
who had habitually delayed payment of workers’ wages would have their personal 
property investigated by special teams comprising prosecution, police, and 
office of national tax administration officials. As for ill-intentioned 
employers, stern measures such as investigation under physical detention would 
be taken, the ministry said. It said that it would force firms which had 
delayed payment of workers’ wages to pay the overdue wages by all means instead 
of using their funds for other purposes. The ministry said that firms which 
usually delayed payment of workers’ wages by 20 days or so from payday, and which 
postponed payment of wages to more than half of their employees twice consecu- 
tively would be subject to the ministry measure. Closed-down firms which do 
not pay wages, bonuses, or severance pay to their employees one month after 
stoppage or suspension of operation will also be forced to clear their arrears, 
the ministry said.

The Korean-American Oil Co., 
which has undertaken the oil exploration project in the seventh zone, said 
Wednesday that it had gone 4,190 meters below the seabed, but had found no 
indication of the existence of "commercially feasible oil reserves." Ina 
terse statement, the Korean-side concessionaire for the seventh bloc of the 
Korean-Japanese joint continental shelf development zone, said that the well 
is now being plugg*d and will be abandoned as dry. Since 1972, when the 
offshore drilling began, the country has dug nine holes, including three in 
the Korean-.Japanese joint development zone, in accordance with the 1974 
bilateral joint continental shelf development agreement. According to the 
KOAM statement, the second test drilling in the 10,000 square kilometerwide 
seventh zone, some 330 km suuth of Korea's southernmost island of Cheju, 
started in early October, and ended December 8. This was the third test 
drilling in the 80,000 square kilometerwide Korean-Japanese joint development 
area. An informed source at the Energy-Resources Ministry said Wednesday that 
the KOAM will drill two more times in the joint development area next year, 
probably in the fifth and seventh zones. Concessionaires of the two countries 
will meet early next month in Tokyo to discuss the next attempt, the source 
added.

ELECTRONIC TECHNICAL DEVELOPMENT--Seoul, Dec 17 (YONHAP)--South Korea's 
manufacturers of electronic products have been urged to extend all necessary 
efforts for technical development, in preparation for the expected high demand 
for electronic goods during the 1986 Asian games and the 1988 Summer Olympic 
Games in Seoul. Business sources here said Thursday that the country’s supply 
rate for color TV sets would reach 90 percent by 1988, and that of video tape 
recorders 10 percent, a four- or .‘*ve-fold increase over the present demand. 
The sources also predicted that the country would be one of the major markets 
for advanced countries, unless local industries accelerate the development of 
the technology needed for the manufacture of semiconductors and computers. 
Indicating that, in the case of Japan, expenses for research and development 
were raised sharply four years before the Tokyo olympics, to 3 to 3.8 percent 
of the total sales amounts from the previous 1.5 to 2 percent, the sources 
urged that the Korean electronic industries should follow the same pattern.

INTEREST RATES FALL--Seoul, Dec 29 (YONHAP)--The interest rates on bank loans 
and deposits were lowered by between one to two percent and between 1.2 to three 
percent, respectively, effective Tuesday. The reduction was the Bank of Korea's 
third such move in two months, in line with the declining trend of the inter- 
national interest rates and stabilized domestic prices. Under the latest interest 
cuts, the annual lending rates for clients were lowered by one percent, from the 
present 18 percent to 17 percent, while interest for overdraft was dropped by 
two percent, to 17 percent.

GNP INCREASE--Seoul, Dec 29 (YONHAP)--South Korea's gross national product (GNP) 
this year totaled 43.16 trillion won (about 62.4 billion U.S. dollars), an 
increase of 7.1 percent in real terms from a year ago, the Bank of Korea (BOK) 
announced Tuesday. This brings the country's per capita GNP to 1,636 dollars, 
up 155 dollars from a year ago, the Central Bank said in its tentative estimates 
of South Korea's economic performance this year. The GNP is the total of a 
country's goods and services produced during agivenperiod. BOK analysts 
attributed the rise in South Korea's GNP this year mainly to an increase in the 
country's exports since April and a relatively good harvest of food grains, 
including rice, this fall. Last year, the country's GNP fell by 6.2 percent. 
The agriculture-fisheries sector showed the biggest upsurge of 23 percent in its 
output, followed by the mining and manufacturing industry (6.8 percent) and the 
tertiary industry or the social overhead sector (2 percent). The BOK estimates 
showed that the country's exports rose by 17.4 percent on a shipment basis, 
thanks to brisk exports of textile products and rolling stocks, while domestic 
consumption increased by 4.2 percent. Meanwhile, fixed investment declined by 
5.2 percent, reflecting the continuing recession, especially in the area of 
construction, and the nation's tax burden ratio dropped 0.3 percentage point

SCHOLARSHIPS EXPANDED--Army scholarships for high school students will be expanded 
drastically from next year, the army spokesman announced yesterday. The spokes- 
man disclosed that scholarships would be given to 2,500 high-school students-- 
1,500 at general high schools and 1,000 at vocational high schools--from the 
coming spring semester. The scholarships will fully cover all fees including 
admission and tuition charges for the three years at high school, the spokesman 
said. The army scholarships have been extended annually to 50 to 100 students 

at vocational high schools since 1961. These high-school students receive the 
army scholarships on condition that they will serve as noncommissioned officers 
for a certain period upon their graduation from schools. Graduates of general 
high schools will have to serve for four years and graduates of vocational high 
schools for five years. The spokesman said that these graduates would be 
assigned to military posts best suited to their aptitudes and capabilities 

in a policy to buiid up specialized manpower. During their active service, the 
spokesman revealed, they will be given chances to attend the radio correspondence 
college. Selection of these students for the scholarships will be based on 
recommendations from high school principals throughout the nation, the

WORKERS’ WAGES--Seoul, Dec 25 (YONHAP)--Comnodity prices in Korea have been 
stablized this year, but Korean workers saw their wages in real terms continue 
to fall off. A Korea Productivity Center (KPC) report released Friday showed 
that the nominal wages of workers in the mining and manufacturing sector during 
the third quarter of this year rose by 19.5 percent over that registered during 
the same period last year, but their wages in real terms declined 4.2 percent 
because of a 24.8-percent rise in consumer prices in the cited period.

4.6 percent in the second quarter, according to the KPC report. Labor productivity 
in the same industrial sector during the third quarter of this year increased

output rose 15.3 percent, but labor input dropped 0.4 percent, the report said.

DISAGREEMENT WITH POPULATION CONTROL PENALTIES

[Text] As far as measures to control the population increase are concerned, 
we have no reason to oppose them in consideration of the still high ratio of 
population increase in our community. 


In this respect, we are keenly concerned with the positive government move to 
adopt a clear-cut method of regulating the increase in the national population 
in urban as well as rural communities based on a far-sighted scheme. 





The government authorities have reportedly decided to push ahead strenuously 
with a population control drive in a fresh bid to limit the average birth rate 
to 2.1 children per family from 1990 on. 


This is contained in a comprehensive measure mapped out by the government 
authorities earlier this week so as to limit population increases effectively 
in line with the resolution of the population policy deliberation committee, 
chaired by deputy premier-economic planning minister Sin Pyong-hyon. 


As part of the anti-population measures sought by the government this time, 
resident taxes will be levied additionally on families with more than two 
offspring from 1983 as financial sanctions. 


Under the plan, workers will reportedly be required to pay income taxes even 
on schooling expense for their offspring next year, if they fail to limit the 
number of their children to two. 


Since workers have been exempt from income taxes on educational expenditures 
for their offspring, such a move is considered drastic, apparently indicating a 
decisive government measure in this connection. 


We are fully in agreement with the relevant government authorities having pegged 
the number of children in each family at two, among other things. 


However, we have something to say about the financial sanctions to be imposed 
on families having more than two children from a humanistic point of view. 





Instead, we consider it more desirable for the related authorities to adopt 
a plan to provide privileges to families having no more than two children 
as a means of encouraging birth control substantially. 


This is because 211 people in our society, despite their number of children, 
are fundamentally entitled to humane treatment. 


To prevent rigidly the excessive population hikes in our society is one thing 
and it is quite another for us to deny the basic rights of people who are 
always privileged at least to enjoy decent living conditions under the given 
social circumstances, most reasonably. 


It is for this reason that we urge the related authorities to rectify the 
projected “puait‘ve measures" in dealing with matters conceraing family planning. 


Thanks to the painstaking efforts of the government and sccial organizations 
concerned with birth control in our community in recent years, this country 
has undeniably achieved tangible results in this sector, with most families 
of young people nowadays being well aware of the necessity of controlling the 
number of their children. 


Figures reveal that the population increase rate stood at 1.57 in 1980, in sharp 
contrast to its ratio of 2.84 in 1960, indicating amazing progress in this 
particular venture with two decades. 


This eloquently shows our sustained and vigorous social crusade that has been 
undertaken by the government and civil circles through untiring enlightenment 
movements thus far. 

In consideration of the past achievement in this field, we are not too pessimistic 


about the future outlook, calling upon the related authorities to reconsider 
any unfair or excessive punitive measures.

ROK-U.S. FRIENDSHIP YEAR HAILED

{Text} Of all the nations with which Korea has had external relations, the 
United States occupies a unique place in the nation's modern history as well 
as in the contemporary period. 


Not much elaboration is needed to describe the extent and intensity of con- 
temporary Korean-American relations, which have developed into a kind of 
interdependence in a wide spectrum from security interests to trade and 
culture--after having undergone various stages of progress since the end of 
World War II. Characterizing these relations in the simplest term, the 
United States has been and is now the closest ally of the Republic of Korea. 


In retrospect, the United States nearly a century ago became the first Western 
power to establish formal diplomatic relations with Korea, then a hermit kingdom. 


Korea's first “port opening” to a foreign country dates back to 1876 when a 
treaty was signed with Japan, a neighboring power which subsequently displayed 
its vicious imperialism by colonizing the nation for three and a half decades. 


Though at Japan's heels, the 1882 conclusion of the Korea-American treat of amity 
and commerce was probably more significant in that [it] opened the isolated 
kingdom's doors ahead of other Western powers and that the United States was 
largely a bona fide actor on the shaky peninsula at the turn of century and in 
post-war years has made enormous contributions to Korea's nation building and 
economic development. 


Regrettably there have been some instances of misgiving or misunderstanding--such 
as about the American role at the time of Japan's annexation of Korea and more 
recently about Korea lobbying in Washington. 


Nonetheless, in the past century Korea's relations with the United States have 
been most cordial and close--and nowadays mutually beneficial--as compared with 
its ties with other countries. What should be stressed is that this closeness 
exists not only at government level but in the people-to-people dimenrion, an 
essential factor that consolidates relations between any two countries. 











In this respect, the government's proclamation of 1982, the centennial anniversary 


of the treaty, as the “year of friendship between the Republic of Korea and 
the United States" is highly meaningful. In making the designation, the govern- 
ment issued a proclamation message and made public a plan for various 
commemorative events to be sponsored by both government and private organizations 
at an estimated total expense of 5.f billion won. 


A suggestion for observing the centennial is that greater strese be given to 
future-oriented programs and projects promoting cultural understanding than 
to events for the sheer sake of commemorat.n. Celebration is one thing, but 
it is more important to turn the 100th anniversary into a rare opportunity to 
further deeper and strengthen the existing cooperative relations for larger 
mutual benefits and interests. 


Another suggestioa-—-or rather a proposal--is that both the Seoul and Washington 
govermments work out due arrangements to facilitate a visit to Korea by 

U.S. President Ronald Reagan sometime next year to make the centennial more 
meaningful--meaningful in that relations between the two allies will be further 
upgraded in all sectors. 


Mr. Reagan has already promised to return the Washington visit by President 
Chon Tu-hwan, which was made last February, and next year it may be about the 
time for the American president to make an Asian tour. Thus it is sincerely 
hoped that President Reagan will time his visit to Korea with the centennial, 
which if realized will not only boost Korean-American relations but contribute 
to regional security and peace.

SUMMIT DIPLOMACY TO BE PROMOTED IN 1982

Highlighting the projected “summit diplomacy” envisaged by the governsent will 
be summit meeting between President Chon Tu-hwan and Japanese Prime Minister 
Zenko Suzuki, which is likely to be held in Seoul early next year. 


Diplomatic sources revealed that the date for the Korea-Japan summit talks might 
be determined according to whether the two states make headway in their forth- 
coming negotiations on the much disputed $6 billion economic cooperation probles. 


They went on that the Korea-Japan summit conference, if held, would provide a 
vital means of normalizing the long-strained relations between the two neighbor 
nations. 


According to Foreign Ministry sources nearly 20 foreign presidents and premiers 
have already expressed their intentions to visit here. About 10 top leaders 
may visit Seoul next year. 


Among those likely to visit Seoul next year are one to two heads of state from 
ASEAN nations, the sources indicated. 


Their Seoul trips will be made in response to President Chon's state visits to 
five Asian nations last July, they said. 


Diplomatic sources also did not rule out the possibility of a Seoul visit by 

U.S. President Ronald Reagan next year on the occasion of the centennial of the 
opening of diplomatic ties DSetween the two allies. 

Among the 10 foreign leaders who will probably visit Seoul will be one or two from 
African and European countries, which No Tae-u, minister of state for national 
security and foreign affairs, visited as a presidential envoy last month. 


Diplomatic sources said that the government was consulting with the relevant countries 
on the timing of their leaders’ Seoul trips through diplomatic channels.

[Text] Seoul, Dec 22 (YONHAP)—-Korea’s commodity exports this year broke 
through the 20 billion-dollar mark as of December 19, up 20.7 percent over 
the figures registered during the January 1-December 19 period last year. 


The amount compares well with the 56.7 million-dollar exports reported in 1962, 
when the country launched its first five-year economic development plan. 


The amount also means that daily exports for this year approximated export 
total in 1962. 


The Korean export total, which remained at an insignificant level in 1962, 
exceeded one billion dollars in 1970 and hit 10 billion dollars in 1977, 
thus catapulting the country to the position of a major exporting country. 


The Korean export grew at an annual average rate of 37.5 percent since 1962. 


Although the export growth rate has slowed down somewhat since the mid-1970's 
due to the protectionist tendency of advanced countries, there is no denying 
that exports have been the major driving force for the Korean economy. 


In view of the declining demand both at home and abroad in recent years, the 
acute fund shortage, and other such problems facing the export industry, the 
20 billton-dollar export total has undoubtedly played a leading role in helping 
the country to emerge from the long, dark tunnel of recession this year. 


What is more meaningful is the fact that the export growth this year was mainly 
cauc ed by increments in the quantity of exported commodities, not by inflation 
of local currency. 


Manufactured goods accounted for 93 percent of this year's total exports and 
heavy and chemical industrial products, for 45 percent. 


Major expert item which helped attain the 20 billion-dollar exports included 
textiles, iron and steel, ships, electronic and metal products. Exports of these 
products reached nearly 10 billion dollars. 











As of the end of October, exports of ships recorded the highest growth rate 

of 141.5 percent, followed by sugar (57.6 percent), timepieces (53.7 percent), 
leather products (48.5 percent), metal products (36.6 percent, electric 

gauges (30.1 percent), textiles (27.9 percent), ceramics and tiles (27.4 percent) 
and iron and steel products (22.7 percent). 


Exports to Central and South America this year rose by 85.4 percent as of the 
end of October, over that registered during the same period last year, those 
to Africa by 39.6 percent, those to the Middle East by 31.6 percent and those 
to the United States by 21.2 percent. 


The United States, Japan, Hong Kong Saudi Arabia and West Germany emerged as 
Korea's major trading partners this year. Of these countries, the United States 
took the largest portion (26.2 percent) of Korea's exports, followed by Japan 
(15.8 percent), Hong Kong (5.7 percent), Saudi Arabia (5.2 percent) and 

West Germany (3.8 percent). 


Korea's share in world exports also rose, from 0.05 percent in 1962 to 
0.34 percent in 1971, 0.93 percent in 1977, and again to 0.95 percent last 
year. The share is expected to exceci one percent this year. 


With the exception of oil-exporting countries, Korea ranked 3lst among the 
world's export countries in 1971. But it climbed up to the 21st place last 
year. During the past decade, the number of Korea's trade partners also rose 
from 144 to 175. 


The contribution of exports to the countr--'- .eign exchange earnings also 


rose from 55.3 percent in 1970 to 65 percent in 1977, and again to 68.4 percent 
last year, reflecting the improving indus’ :ial structure of exports.

ANNUAL EXPORT DAY OBSERVED

[Text] It was 17 years ago on November 30, 1964, when we observed the first 
export day celebrating the event that our annual export value had hit the 
$100 million mark. That occasion marked such a memorable milestone for our 
economic progress at that time that November 30 was officially designated 
annual export day. We reached another milestone on export day of this year 
as our annual exports hit the $20,000 million mark. 


In retrospect, our export industries have come far, having grown from a humble 
beginning to a substantial force to be reckoned with in the world economy. 

Who would have itaagined it way back in the 50s, when we started with a grim 
determination to rebuild our war-torn economy through a desperate export 

drive under the battle cry of "export or die?" The national export drive was 
so successful as to accomplish an average of a 42 percent annual growth of 
export value in the 70s. It was indeed the locomotive of export industries 
that pulled the economy at a dazzling speed to the forefront of the so-called 
newly industrializing countries (NICs). 


But the export-oriented growth strategy, which paid off handsomely in the 60s 
and through the 70s, began to lose its momentum as we entered into the 80s. 

Our excessive preoccupation with exports made our economy increasingly dependent 
on external factors to the extent that we became extremely vulnerable to the 
rising tide of protectionism, a prolonged world economic recession and an 
emerging resources nationalism. 


Therefore, the stage was set for us to adjust our export-oriented growth 
strategy in order to sustain our growth. The shift in response to changing 
world economic environments is reflected in the government's export target 

for next year, which was set flexibly at the $24,500 million to $25,000 million 
range, in contrast to the past practice of setting a rigid single figure target. 
The new target, 17.6 percent above this year's projected export value of 
$21,000 million, is likely to be reached without undue strain on other sectors 
of the economy, barring a totally unexpected turn of events during the next 
year. 














Considering the world inflation and the 26-35 percent increase in export targets 
set for next year by some of our neighbors, we may presume that our target for 
a 17.6 percent rise in nominal value is a modest one within the reach of our 
export industries in view of their past performance. 


But the current trend and forecast of the world economy give us no ground for 
complacence. The arrival of export letters of credit (1/c), the most reliable 
indicator for the short-term export prospects, has been declining since the 
last half of this year. Also our competitive edge on the international market, 
particularly in terms of price, has been dulled considerably during the recent 
years because of our relatively high rate of domestic inflation. Some of our 
traditional, labor-intensive export items are confronting increasingly powerful 
competition with newcomers from the Third World in the international market. 
Regaining our undisputed competitive advantage through higher technology, better 
quality control and productivity increase is easier said than done. 


Faced with difficult times ahead, we are observing this year's export day not 


so much in a cheerful mood to celebrate the job well done as in a serious frame 
of mind to meet the new challenge.

TRADE DEFICIT WITH JAPAN--Seoul, Dec 29 (YONHAP)--Korea’s longstanding endeavors 
to correct its lopsided trade deficit with Japan are unlikely to be rewarded 
soon. A Commerce-Industry Ministry report released Tuesday showed that the 
trade deficit with Japan this year reached 2.6 billion U.S. dollars as of the 
end of November, some 100 million dollars more than that registered during the 
same period last year. The figures also accounted for 62.8 percent of the 
country's total trade deficit this year, 2.8 percentage points higher than 
last year's. Exports to Japan during the 11 month-period totaling 3.1 billion 
dollars, while imports from Japan amounted to 5.7 billion dollars, recording 
2.6 billion dollars in the red. The growth rate of exports to Japan this year 
was only half (11.7 percent) of the country's total export growth rate of 

21.5 percent. The country’s total deficit in its external trade, however, 
decreased from last year's 4.2 billion dollars, to 4.14 billion dollars at 

the end of November this year. The ministry report attributed the rising 
trade deficit with Japan to the continued appreciation of the U.S. dollar and 
Japan's growing trade barriers.

TEXTILE EXPORTS--Seoul, Dec 24 (YONHAP)--Prospects will be bleak beginning 

next year for Korea's textiles exports because of moves by the industrialized 
countries to further restrict textile imports from developing nations. The 
5l-nation textiles committee of the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade (GATT), 
in a meeting in Geneva November 18-December 22, adopted a protocol extending 
the 1973 multifiber arrangement for the third time, to allow industrialized 
countries to impose additional restrictions on textile imports from Korea and 
other major textile exporters from the Third World.

[Excerpts] Two years have already elapsed since the armed Soviet invasion of 
Afghanistan. 


Unlike the United States, which carried out direct military intervention into 
the areas of East-West conflict as the so-called policeman of the free world 
during the postwar period, the Soviet Union, except for this intervention in 
East European satellites such as Czechoslovakia and Hungary, only rendered 
indirect support. However, with its first direct armed intervention into 
another country, Afghanistan--one of the nonaligned nations--the Soviet Union 
shook the international community at the outset of the 1980's and, through 
this seriously affected international relations. 


By now, the Soviet Union must want to withdraw from Afghanistan, if only its 
rights and interests, in terms of security, will be guaranteed there. If the 
Soviet Union withdraws without such a guarantee, the pro-Soviet Karmal regime 

of Afghanistan will certainly crumble. So, after all, it was a Soviet mistake 
to seek a short-term battle there. Now, with the worsening Polish situation, 

the Soviet Union is employing every means including military rule. However, 

it will not succeed to eradicate the root of change which has sprouted in Poland. 
Even if the Polish situation goes from bad to worse, it will be almost impossible 
for the Soviet Union to carry out armed military intervention in Poland because 
of its great losses in Afghanistan. 


Meanwhile, as for the United States, it no longer is the leader of the allies in 
terms of relations with the European countries and Japan. It has been downgraded 
to the position of one of the competitors. As a result, frictions of various 
kinds in the Western bloc are now far different from those in the 1960's. 


It can be safely said that the military buildup sought by tHe two superpowers 
is actually a reflection of their withered dignity and strength.

SKEPTICISM ON ISRAELI ANNEXATION OF GOLAN REPORTED

[Text] While the world attention is focused on the Polish crisis, concern is 
also due to the Middle East situation, which stands at yet another crossroads 
in the wake of Israel's abrupt annexation of the Syrian Golan Heights, which it 
has occupied since the 1967 war. 


Making the development more disturbing was Israeli Prime Minister Menachem 
Begin's hardening intransigency--or display of his fighting spirit—which erupted 
this week in the form of an unprecedentedly emotional attack on the United States 
in response to the latter's pressure to nullify the Golan seizure. 


Disputing a Washington decision to suspend the implementation of a bilateral 
strategic arms cooperation pact in retaliation for Israel's wnilateral annexa- 
tion, Mr Begin reacted with a wrathful statement that his government had gone 
as far as to revoke the three-week-old alliance. He then accused Washington 
of treating Israel like a “vassal state” and renewed his resolve not to give 
in to any American threat. 





Thus strains are vivid in Israel's relations with its chief backer, the 
United States, presenting a worsened picture of the Jewish state's isolation in 
the international community. 


Indeed Mr Begin's decision to annex the Golan Heights, carefully timed obviously 
to exploit the world’s distraction over the Polish situation, was stunning-- 
reportedly even to many of his own cabinet members and parliamentarians. What 
is more, it is very worrisome as to cast a long shadow over the already thorny 
path to peace in the Middle East. 


Little argument is needed to dispute the unilateral Golan seizure which is in 
breach of international law and accepted norms, a venture which was unanimously 
branded by the United States Security Council as null and void.

But then it was not the first action of its kind taken by Mr Begin since he 
came to power four and a half years ago. 


There are lingering questions involving expanded Israeli settlement on the 
West Bank of the Jordan River, an action which was ruled illegal by the Israeli 
Supreme Court in 1979, and the designation last year of Jerusalem in occupied 
eastern Jordan as israel's indivisible capital. 


More recently he stirred up international criticism by bombing an Iraqi nuclear 
plant and staging another massive air raid on Palestinian guerrilla head- 
quarters in Beirut, which left hundreds of civilian casualties. 


In undertaking these actions, the tough-minded premier cited reasons of national 
security for Israel along with other motives relevant to each case. 


It is true that Israel, surrounded by hostile Arab countries and vulnerable to 
their menace, has to give paramount importance to its security for the very 
survival of its nationhood. It may sometimes be deemed necessary to wage 
preemptive operations to get rid of actual or potential causes of threat. 


Nonetheless, it is questionable whether ventures like the Golan Heights seizure 
will really serve Israel's national interests--that is in the long run. 


Annexation of occupied territory may become a formidable bargaining ground for 
future negotiations, if not hopefully accepted as a fait accompli. Yet, chances 
are that these steps are more likely to harden the Arab positions and disturb 
the regional situation, which is already precarious. 


After all, Israel's survival and prosperity depend on a peaceful settlement of 
pending midEast questions. In this, Israel is in need of international 
understanding and cooperation—not in the sense that it is a vassal state of 
any superpower but in view of the region's volatile situation and the growing 
weight of interdependence. 


Intransigency like that displayed on the Golan Height iseue is only feared to 


undermine such understanding and weaken Israeli concensus at home and abroad, 
as already reported. 
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ANNEXATION OF GOLAN--The government criticized yesterday the recent Israeli 
decision to annex the much-disputed Golan Heights, a strategic border area 
which it captured from Syria in the 1967 war. A statement issued by Foreign 
Ministry spokesman Yi Chi-ho said: "The government of the Republic of Korea 
strongly deplores the unilateral decision by Israel to extend Israeli law, 
jurisdiction, and administration to the Syrian Golan Heights, which have 

been occupied by Israel since the 1967 war." It went on: "The government 
extends its full support to the United Nations Security Council Resolution 

on December 17, 1981, which declared the Israeli move ‘null and void" and 
demanded Israel rescind the measure." Until now, the Golan area has been 
officially classed as occupied territory, like the West Bank and the Gaza Strip.

[Text] Pyongyang, December 18 (KCNA)--NODONG SINMUN December 17 dedicated an 
article to the 50th anniversary of the publication of "On Organizing and 
Waging Armed Struggle Against Japanese Imperialism,” an immortal classic work 
of the great leader Comrade Kim Il-song, in the period of the anti-Japanese 
revolutionary struggle.

The great leader, conducting on-the-spot guidance, grasps the aspirations of 
the whole people even from passing remarks uttered by a common worker. It is 
also the respected and beloved leader who includes their aspirations in the 
agenda of important mectings, such as the party Central Committee or political 
bureau, and discusses them at such meetings.

formally raised for discussion as an agenda item by the secretariat of the party 
Central Committee, which discusses and resolves the party line and policy. 


By becoming the chairman of a county people's committee on one occasion and the 
head of a plain farmhouse on another, the great leader not only understood all 
the desires and hopes of the people but also gained a deep insight into minor 
inconveniences which the people themselves were not aware of. He translated 
these insights into the lines and policies of the party and government and led 
the whole party and the entire people in implementing then. 


History has not known such a love and such a people who enjoyed it. 


All the happiness our people are enjoying today, the great changes that have 
converted Korea into a land of bliss for the people--this brilliant reality 
which neither history nor any great man in any era has ever brought about-- 
has been made possible because our people hold in high esteem the great leader 
whose life shines with his service and devotion to the people.

[Text] Comrades, 20 years have passed since the great Taean work system, which 
opened an epochal road in our nation’s socialist economic management, vas 
established. In the period from the establishment of the Taean work system 

to the present, a historic turn was effected in the guidance and management of 
our national economy. A brilliance victory occurred in socialist economic 
construction. 


The great leader Comrade Kim Il-song embodied the chuche idea and created the

progressed. Thus, he made immortal achievements in brilliantly resolving the

KIM HWAN SPEAKS AT AGRICULTURAL MEETING

[Speech by Comrade Kim Hwan, member of the Political Bureau, and secretary of 
the KWP Central Committee, at an 18 December meeting at the Sukchon County 
House of Culture, commemorating the 20th anniversary of the establishment of 
the new agricultural guidance system--read by announcer] 


[Text] Comrades: Taking pride in the fact that we have achieved another bumper 
crop this year by stepping up the three revolutions--ideological, technical and 
cultural--in rural areas and by implementing chuche farming methods under the 
guidance of the party, the nation and the people, today we greet the 20th anni- 
versary of the establishment by the great leader Comrade Kim Il-song of the new 
agricultural guidance system. 


In December 1961, that is, 20 years ago, the great leader Comrade Kim Il-song 
gave on-the-spot guidance in Sukchon County, South Pyongan Province and estab- 
lished the county cooperative farm management committee. This brought a historic 
turn improving and completing the system and method of state guidance of the 
agricultural cooperative economy and accelerating overall socialist rural 
construction.

The great Chongsan-ri spirit, the Chongsan-ri method, created by: the respected 
and beloved leader Comrade Kim Il-song was of historic significance in revamping 
in a revolutionary way the guidance system for cooperative farms in line with 
the changed realities in rural areas. The creation of the great Chongsan-ri 
spirit, the Chongsan-ri method, brilliantly carried our party's revolutionary 
popular line, ovr party's traditional work method, into reality in socialist 
construction, effected a fundamental change in the work of our party and state 
economic organizations and enabled agricultural guidance work to be decisively 
improved and strengthened in line with the new circumstances under which 
cooperatives were established in rural areas.

The scope of 
agricultural work expanded. It has become more complicated. 


In this situation, county people's committees, in charge of the administrative 
guidance cf cooperative farms, could no longer guide the rural economy smoothly. 

The realities created in our rural areas demanded that the scientific and 

tecimical guidance of agricultural production be strengthened more than ever and 

the high level of planning and organizing management activities for cooperative 
farms be attained. However, the county people's committee lacked the technical 
capability and the material and technical means to guide the socialist rural economy. 














With deep insight into the new realities and situation created in our rural 
areas, the respected and beloved leader Comrade Kim Il-song established the new 
System of agricultural guidance by the industrial method in December 1961, 
following the creation of the great Taean work system in the industrial sector.

EFFECTIVE USE MADE OF FOREST RESOURCES

[Text] Pyongyang, December 23 (KCNA)-—-The Democratic People's Republic of Korea 
is making an effective use of forest resources. 


Korea is very rich in forest resources. There are more than 700 species of 
economic plants beside 850 or more species of edible plants and over 900 species 
of medicinal herbs. 


By creating economic forests in mountains Korea produces a lot of raw materials 
for fibre, paper and oil. 


Afforestation after rotating felling is in progress under a far-reaching plan. 
A movement of planting ten trees after felling one is being waged on a nationwide 
scale. 


During the period of the past seven-year plan alone, 900,000 hectares of mountain 
areas were ~J-.nted with trees and 360,000 hectares of oil tree forests including 
7,000 hectares of walnut tree forests have taken shape. 


The timber-chemical industry is also developing. Timber-chemical industrial 
establishments in Yanggang Province and other areas manufacture chemicals and 
raw materials of foodstuff and light industries from wood by-products. 


Great efforts are directed to developing local industry through the utilization 
of wood by-prods:cts. 


In mountainous areas, different kinds of foodstuffs are produced with wild fruits, 
wild vegetables and other natural raw materials. 


Valuable: medicinal herbs abundantly distributed in the mountain areas are protected 
and mu)tiplied and used effectively. 


All the people value forests and protect and control them with great care. 
At the sixth congress of the Workers Party of Korea in October last year, the great 


leader Comrade Kim Il-song gave teachings on an energetic drive to reforest the 
mourtains with a view to the future and make a comprehensive use of them. 
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Our country shall create 2 million hectares of more forests in the 1980's, 
including more than 170,900 hectares of forests for fibre and paper and above 
340,000 hectares of oil tree forests envisaged in the second seven-year plan 
(1978-1984). This means that over 10,000 hectares of forests on an average 
will be created in every city and county, which will play a signal role in 
strengthening the country's bases of forest resources.

[Text] Pyongyang, December 18 (KCNA)--The farm No 7 which reaped bumper crops 
this year again by thoroughly applying the chuche method of farming recently 
summed up the year's successful farming and shared out rich income to its 
member households. 


An average of 12.5 tons of grain and a large amount of money went to each 
member household.

The state increased the appropriation of fund for the national economy this year 
by 9.5 per cent as compared with last year, a } Bag proportion of which being 
directed to capital construction. 


In the domain «f the power industry in which state investment was planned to 
increase 70 per cent this year above last year, the construction of such large 
hydraulic power stations as the Wiwon, Namgang and Huichon No 2 power stations, 
and lockgate power stations progressed apace. Recently the construction of 
the Taechon power station started. 





At the same time, the expansion projects of the Pukchang and Pyongyang thermal 
power plants and the building of the Chongjin thermal power plant are pushed 
ahead. And a large number of small- and medium scale hydro power stations ; 
are under construction on a mass scale throughout the country and small- and 
medium-scale thermal rower stations are being built at industrial establishments, 
with the result that the nation's generating capacity will grow several times 
in the near future. 





In the domain of the mining industry where state investment was expected to increase 
by 25 per cent above last year, reconstruction and expansion projects are going 

on on a large scale at big coal mines in the western area including the Anju 
district coal mine with rich deposits and favourable mining conditions and at 

coal mines in the northern region. Meanwhile, the Musan mine which is creating 

a production capacity of 10 million tons of magnetite and the Komdok, Songhung 

and Yongyang mines are being reconstructed and expanded on a large scale. 

Besides, new coal and ore mines are actively developed. 


The construction of the cold rolling shop of the Kim Chaek iron and steel works 
and reconstruction projects of blast furnaces at iron and steel works are propelled 
and new smelteries and an aluminium factory are also under construction. 
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The July 7 chemical factory is expanded and new workshops are being built at the 
Sinuiju chemical fibre mill and the Kilju pulp mill, 


Projects are under way at the existing cement factories to markedly augment 
production by improving the production processes. 


To accelerate the chuche-orientation, modernization and scientification of the 
national economy the Tanchon mining-machine plant and other machine plants are 
continually rebuilt on an expansion basis. 


A great many objects are being built and expanded in the domain of light industry 
and fisheries, too. 


These productive construction projects will be greatly conducive to fulfilling 
the Second Seven-Year Plan ahead of schedule and, further, to attaining the ten 
long-range objectives in the 1980s. 


During three years till 1980 after the Second Seven-Year Plan was started, some 
3,000 objects were completed amually in the industria] domain alone. 


Along with this, many grand monumental creations including the Pyongyang Depart- 
ment Store No 1 and hundreds of thousands of dwelling houses are under construc- 
tion in Pyongyang and local areas.
